THIS book was planned to be of real serv- 
ice to people who want to erect attrac- 
tive, modern homes at modest cost — homes in 
which comfort, convenience, satisfaction, 
predominate — homes designed to eliminate 
waste, labor, materials, time, and, therefore, 
at a saving in dollars. 

Your home, no matter its size, demands 
the best possible plan to fit your needs. Your 
home built from any other kind of plan will 
result in waste ; and waste lessens the buying 
power of your home building dollars. 

The numerous home plans shown in this 
book have been designed to eliminate waste 
without sacrificing a single home comfort, 
convenience or architectural feature that 
lends the distinctiveness, charm and indi- 
viduality you desire. 

Actual Homes 

All the houses shown in this book are real 
homes; the illustrations are actual photo- 
graphic reproductions. These homes have 
stood the test of actual daily use and have 
been selected from hundreds of plans because 
they represent the utmost in beauty, econ- 
omy and convenience. 

The beauty is found both in exterior and 
interior. The perfect proportions and sym- 
metry of the exterior with the many indi- 
vidual touches, make each home truly "a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever." On the 
interior, such items as plastered arches, well- 
placed doors and windows give an air of rest- 
ful beauty. 

Each home has been designed to use stock 
sizes of lumber, stock millwork, finish, win- 
dows, doors and trim with a consequent re- 
duction in waste and a saving in time and 
labor. We have avoided homes which re- 
quire special features, finish, trim and "ex- 



tras" which add greatly to the cost and little 
to the comfort and convenience of the home. 

Convenience is a dominating feature of 
these homes. The arrangement- of rooms has 
been given special consideration, as has also 
the use, wherever possible, of built-in fea- 
tures which are time and step savers for the 
busy housewife. These are all regular stock 
sizes and designs and do not add to the cost 
of construction. Rather they pay a royal 
dividend day after day in convenience and 
satisfaction. 

Architectural Design 

The most popular and time-tested architec- 
tural types are shown in this book — English, 
American, Colonial and Spanish. All of them 
meet the rigid architectural requirements of 
good planning, sound practical construction, 
and simplicity and good proportions within 
and without. 

Of all modern designs the English type is 
the most popular. The charm of the English 
house lies in its informality, its simplicity. 
It is built for comfort, not for show. It is 
easily recognized by its low and rambling 
mass, its steep roof and its tall chimney. It 
is substantial rather than dignified; its lines 
are severely straight and flattened, except on 
the spring, which is slightly curved. 

However, the choice of the architectural 
type is up to you. You may prefer the Colo- 
nial or Spanish to the English type. Your 
own good taste will guide you in this. But, 
as a final word, give careful study to the in- 
terior plan ; the arrangement of rooms ; their 
number and sizes; the location of windows 
and doors; the various built-in features. In 
short, choose your home from the inside out ; 
select one that fits the present and future 
needs of your family. Only in this way can 
you be certain of lasting satisfaction.
